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returning the plurality of imposter domain names comprises appending a text 
string to the domain name to create a current imposter domain name that is one 
of the plurality of imposter domain names: and instructing the requester that the 
domain name is an alias for the current imposter domain name.

Claim 18, (Currently amended) A method comprising: 

receiving a domain name system (DNS) request initiated by an application 

program; 

if no Internet connection has been established, precluding a timeout and 
subsequent error message to reach a user by establishing a dial-up connection 
to the Internet while concurrently returning a plurality of imposter domain names 
that allows a DNS request to be initiated by the application program for each of 
the plurality of the imposter domain names, until the dial-up Internet connection is 
established, wherein returning the plurality of imposter domain names comprises 
forming a current imposter domain name by appending an information to the 
domain name; and sending a canonical name CNAME response stating that the 
domain name is an alias for the current imposter domain name.

establishing the link while concurrently returning a plurality of imposter 
responses, which comprise a plurality of imposter domain names, to the 
requester that allows the requester to send a request for each of the plurality of 
the unique imposter responses to make the communication to the first remote 
computer appear as uninterrupted and prevent the timeout to reach the 
requester, until the link is established, wherein returning the plurality of imposter 
domain names comprises appending a text string to the domain name to create a 
current imposter domain name that is one of the plurality of imposter domain 
names; and instructing the requester that the domain name is an alias for the 
current imposter domain name.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments that Vardi does not teach the claimed limitations are 
persuasive with respect to if a link to a first remote computer containing the 
information is down, establishing the link while concurrently returning a plurality 
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of imposter responses, which comprise a plurality of imposter domain names that 
allows the requester to send a request for each of the plurality of the imposter 
responses to make a communication to the first remote computer appear as 
uninterrupted and to prevent a timeout to reach the requester, until the link is 
established^ wherein returning the plurality of imposter domain names comprises 
appending a text string to the domain name to create a current imposter domain 
name that is one of the plurality of imposter domain names: and instructing the 
requester that the domain name is an alias for the current imposter domain 
name. None of the prior arts of record teach or suggest the claimed limitations. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
